PHYSICIANS  ON  COINS 

Dr.  James  B.  McNaught  (Stanford 
University)  has  written  a most  inter- 
esting paper  entitled  "Physicians  on 
Coins."  Dr.  McNaught  points  out  that 
coins  cover  the  advance  of  mankind 
from  the  dawn  of  civilization  and  are 
among  the  most  imperishable  of 
antiquities. 

From  Aesculapius  to  Dr.  Oswaldo  Gon- 
calves  Cruz,  the  doctor  touches  on 
physicians'  appearances  on  coins 
through  the  centuries  mentioning 
Salus,  Hippocrates,  Galen,  Dr.  Mc- 
Laughlin, Bullroth,  Basanavicius  and 
Sun  Yat  Sen.  The  she-wolf  nursing 
Romulus  and  Remus  "depicts  one  of 
the  most  famous  nursing  problems  of 
antiquity." 

This  paper  calls  to  mind  other  inter- 
esting categories  used  by  collectors, 
such  as  Musicians,  Architectural 
structure,  Cathedrals,  Ships,  Railroads, 
etc. 

Another  thought:  The  fact  that  we 
have  so  many  doctor-collectors  is  sig- 
nificant of  the  value  of  our  hobby.
